Exchanges Closed Tomorrow. 


Suspension of trading tomorrow on 
the Stock Exchange and the Curb 
was decided necessary 
that member firms, staffs 
crippled as a result of the influenza 
epidemic, may catch up with delayed 
clerical work 

It will be the first closing of the 
two Exchanges since Saturday, Nov. 
24, when the two-hour trading period 
was eliminated so that the over- 
worked brokerage organizations 
could post up their books. That was 
during the prolonged advance which 
culminated shortly thereafter and 
was followed by the violent break of 
Dec. 6, 7 and &. 

Announcement of the closing of 
the Stock Exchange for trading to 
morrow was made yesterday after- 
noon following a special meeting of 
the governing committee There 
had been no advance intimation that 
such a move was contemplated or 
that brokerage houses were embar- 
rassed by the influenza epidemic. 

The governing committee’s resolu- 
tion explained that suspension of 
trading was ordered to afford ‘‘re- 

jlief to the personnel of the membe! 
houses from the effects of sickness 
caused by the epidemic of influenza 
|during the present month.’ This 
| was immediately followed by a simi- 
lar announcement from the Curb 

Members of the two Exchanges 
will be required to keep their offices 
open as usual for the transaction of 
business. Specialists, it was an- 
nounced, will be at their offices or 
have clerks on hand with authority 
to settle open trades. 

It was explained that many houses 
are operating with limited staffs and 
that clerical work has been greatly 
delayed Only a few houses were 
able to send out their monthly state- 
ments on time. Other office work !s 
far behind in most houses. There 
has been some improvement within 
the last day or so, it was learned, 
and the brokerage houses are fast 

returning to a normal basis. The 
percentage of employes absent on ac- 
count of illness is still large, how- 
lever, and it will be some time be- 
fore the brokerage houses are fully 
staffed again.

Thus, for instance, a priest 
commits a crime will not be tried by 
an ordinary court but by a special 
ecclesiastical court.

It was stated in authoritative 


circles that the execution would take 
place early Saturday at the peni- 
tentiary, and that newspapermen 
would be included among the officiai 
witnesses. 

Dr. Ping-Casaurane’s announce- 
ment followed a reprieve of twenty- 
four hours earlier in the evening by 
President Emilio Portes Gil, who is 
en route to Mexico City from Ciudad 
Victoria, State of Tamaulipas, and 
a subsequent reversal of this re- 
prieve. 

Both actions were in response to 
telegraphic pleas from counsel of 
Toral that his execution be stayed 
until the President could reach 
Mexico City and examine a petition 
for executive clemency. 

The reversal of the first action was 
in effect denial of the petition to 
commute the sentence to life im- 
prisonment. This petition had been 
filed earlier in the day at the Presi- 
dential Palace.

Government demands 
within forty-eight hours an apology 
and compensation for the ill-treat- 
ment of Russian nationals in Kabul 
after Amanullah’s abdication, especi- 
ally of ten Russian officers lent by 
the Soviet to Amanullah. Also 
payment of more than $25,000,000 for 
arms and ammunition now in the 

Habibullah which were 
by Russia on long term 
credits to Amanullah. If no satis- 
factory reply is received within the 
time specified the Soviet Government 
will be at liberty to take whatever 
steps it deems necessary to protect 
the liberty and honor of their na- 
tionals. 

The Daily Express correspondent, 
in a cabled dispatch from Karachi, 
says: 

“‘Bacha Sakao has found means to 
use Russian aviators in his service. It 
appears that some aviators had their 
families with them in Kabul. Bacha 
whenever he wants an airman te 
perform a duty, has his famils 
brought to the airdrome. Here they 
are kept until the aviator returns 
The penalty if the aviator does not 
return is the murder of his family.’ 

Protest Against British Flights. 

A stiff protest against the repeated 
flights of British over 
Afghan territory has been made to 
the British Government by the Af- 
ghan legation here, which asserted 
that these flights were violations of 
the rights of an independent nation.

The portion of the amendment 
which provides for public hearings 
1S open to serious objection. In 
the judgment of the responsible of- 
ficers of this department, this pro- 
posal is not consistent with sound 
administrative practice. 

In order that the effect of the 
proposal may be clearly seen and 
the necessity for it correctly esti- 
mated, let me review briefly the 
usual procedure on a claim for re- 
fund. After a claim for refund is 
filed by a taxpayer it regularly 
goes to the office of the revenue 
agent in charge of the taxpayer's 
district and is assigned to an agent 
for examination. 


Reviews Procedure on Claims. 


Conferences are held with the 


taxpayer or his representative, the 
necessary examinations of the tax- 
payer’s books and papers made, 
and a report prepared. This report 
is then reviewed in the office of 
the revenue agent in charge, and 
is finally submitted to the revenue 
agent in charge. Further confer- 
ences in his office may be held. If 
he approves, the papers are for- 
warded to the income tax unit in 
Washington and assigned to an au- 
ditor for complete review and con- 
sideration. The auditor’s conclu- 
sions must then be reviewed and 
approved by his superiors before a 
final decision is reached. 

Frequently further conferences 
with the taxpayer or his represen- 
tative are necessary. If the claim 
is in excess of $50,000, the entire 
file is sent to the general counsel's 
office and there assigned to a spe- 
cial group for another complete re- 
view, and again conferences may 
be held with the taxpayer at this 
stage. 

The work of the attorney or at- 
torneys who make this review is 
then submitted to the head of the 
division and, if approved, then to 
the general counsel, or one of his 


assistants, for final approval. In 
every important case the file and 
recommendations go to the com- 


missioner’s office, where the com- 
missioner, or one of his assistants, 
reviews the case. 

Congress Committee Acts Now. 

In addition, if the amount al- 
lowed is in excess of $75,000, the 
general counsel, before transmit- 
ting the file to the commissioner, 
prepares a complete statement of 
the case, which is submitted to the 
Joint Congressional Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation, and 
the matter held in abeyance for 
the thirty-day period provided by 
law. During that time the staff of 
the Joint Congressional Commit- 
tee examines the claim, and if they 
have any doubt as to the propriety 
of its allowance, present their 


views, either by letter or by con- 
ference, to the general counsel's 
office for reconsideration. 


It will thus be seen that no claim 
is allowed as a result of the action 


' 


of one or two individuals, but that, 
on the contrary, every claim has to 
run the gauntlet of thorough and 
complete audits, examinations and 
legal review by a staff of compe- 
tent men, certain of them espe- 
cially chosen and trained for this 
work. It is my opinion that this 
system completely and adequately 
protects the government’s interest. 
With this picture of the procedure 
in mind, it is difficult to see the 
exact point at which a public hear- 
ing could properly be injected. 


Not Like a Court of Law.

business could be ruined, for the 
disclosure of their financial posi- 
tion would frequently encourage 
unfair business practices designed 
to eliminate them from the field, 
and, possibly. permit competitors 
to take advantage of perhaps a 
temporarily weak condition. In 
addition, it would reveal secret for- 
mulae, secret trade processes, and 
vital statistics, such as costs of 
production. 


Might Mislead Investors. 


Furthermore, it must be borne in 
mind that taxable net income is an 
arbitrary figure, often having but 
slight relation to the true business 
income of the concern, and seldom 
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any relation to the financial condi- 
tion or standing of the taxpayer. 
Taxable net income may be great- 
ly in excess of, or much less than, 


true income. The _ publication, 
therefore, of taxable net income, 
would necessarily be misleading. 


It might destroy public confidence 
in a well-managed business, or 
might, unfortunately, establish an 
unjustified confidence in the minds 
of creditors or investors. 

Particularly would this be prob- 
able since the publication of the 
figures would necessarily be _ in- 
complete and fragmentary. Tax- 
payers should be permitted to con- 
tribute to the revenues of the gov- 
ernment and adjust their tax iia- 
bilities without being forced to dis- 
close their business affairs and 
policies, of interest only to com- 
petitors and the curious, and with- 
out being subjected to the risk of 
improper and unwarranted deduc- 
tions. 

Furthermore, in cases involving 
the so-called special assessment 
provisions, the decision rests upon 
the data secured from competitors’ 
returns, and these companies could 
rightfully object to publication of 
their figures when they have no 
pending claim. For the above rea- 
sons I respectfully urge that the 
provision for a public hearing on 
these matters be eliminated. 


Points to Present Safeguards. 


Whether the final decision of the 


department should be made a pub- 
lic document or record presents a 
somewhat different problem, 
though it would seem such action 
i# open to most of the objections 
above enumerated. 

At the present time all the larger 
cases are formally presented to the 
Joint Congressional Committee and 
all the records of the department 
relating to refunds are at all times 
open to the scrutiny of the mem- 
bers of that committee and their 
agents. What more effective safe- 
guard can be provided? 

I am sending similar letters to 
Senator Smoot, chairman of the 
Committee on Finance; Congress- 
man Anthony, chairman of the

Aerograph Records Temperature, 
Humidity and Altitude Attained.

countered an average temperature of 
22 degrees Fahrenheit and had flown 
through clouds 4,000 feet thick. At 
one point he ran into a temperature 
of only three degrees and ice formed 
on the wings of his ship. He was 
forced to drive up through the clouds 
to dry air to get rid of the ice. 
“We will use two of these instru- 
ments on the planes operating be- 
tween Hadley Field and Cleveland,”’ 


Mr. Andrus said. “From the in- 
formation they give us we will be 


able to inform other pilots who cover 
the same route what conditions they 
may expect.”’

He and the Administration Are 
in Full Accord on Efforts 
for Reservations. 


EX-SECRETARY SAILS FEB. 16 


Officials Are Optimistic Over the 
Coming Parleys, Looking to 
Our Adherence.

WASHINGTON, Feb y 7.—Elihu 
Root will attend the meeting of 
jurists called to meet at Geneva 
March 11 by the Council of the 
League of Nations for the purpose of 
revising the statutes of the World 
Court, with a complete understand- 
ing existing between him and the 
Coolidge Administration, and also 
with the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, as to his purpose in seek- 
ing an understanding among the 
powers in regard to American ad- | 
herence to the court in the light of 
the Senate’s reservation. 

This was established today as a 
result of conferences Mr. Root held 
with President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary Kellogg following his informal 
discussions with members of the 
Foreign Relations Committee yester- 
day. Whether a similar understand- 
ing exists between Mr. Root and 
President-elect Hoover was not in- 
dicated today, although this was gen- 
erally assumed to be the case. 

Mr. Root discussed the situation 
with Secretary Kellogg and later 
went to the White House for lunch- 
eon as the guest of the President. 
Little light was thrown on his plans 
and it was indicated that he would | 
not formulate them definitely until | 
after he arrives in Europe. He will | 
sail from New York on Feb. 16. It. 
is understood he will seek the first 
opportunity to confer on the situa- | 
tion with Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
British Foreign Minister, and other 
officials in England and on the 
Continent. 


Senators Hopeful of Mission. 


Senators appeared to believe today 
that opposition by foreign powers to 
the American reservations could be 
lessened and the difficulty smoothed 
away. They pointed out that a radi- 
cal change in the rules of the World 
Court would require the question to 
be again referred to the Senate, 
which gave its consent, with reserva- 
tions, to American adherence three 
years ago on the basis of the rules of 
the court that stood at that time. 
Therefore, it was contended, any 
alteration in the court’s procedure 
would probably have to be reviewed 

y the Senate. 

Notwithstanding the official aspect 
given the forthcoming mission of Mr. 
Root thro 2 his conference s here in 
the p two days, both he and gov- 
ernment spokesmen insisted that he 
would be acting only in his personal 
capacity in Europe. Mr. Root said he 
Was going abroad as a member of 
the commission charged with revi- 
sion of the rules of the World Court 
and that he expected to be engaged 
im that task for perhaps a month. 
His mission, he added, has no con- 
mection with the American Govern- 
ment but is a continuation of work 


begun last year. 
“Do you think,” he was asked, 


‘that the rules of the court will be | 
revised to make them acceptable to 
Senators who opposed _American 
membership in the court? 

‘I am not a prophet, or the son of 
a prophet,’’ he answered. 


Kelloge’s View of the Trip. 

Every indication is that the Amer- 
ican Government intends to adhere 
to its position that if the powers 
represented in the World Court wish 
to reach an accommodation in the 
matter of the reservations, that is 
for them to do. Presumably, Mr. | 
Root will go to Europe with that 
understanding definitely fixed in} 
mind, but no doubt remains that the 
representatives of the powers wik; 
receive him as one speaking with | 
}the authority of a government) 
spokesman. 

The detached attitude which the 
United States Government has as- 
sumed toward his role at Geneva was! 
set forth today by Secretary Kellogg, { 
who said that Mr. Root was not gv} 
ing to Europe at the suggestion of 
|any person in the United States, and 
was not being sent by the govern- 
ment. 

He is not even going to undertake 
an unofficial diplomatic mission of 
seeking an understanding on World 
Court reservations, according to Mr 
Kellogg. Neither is he going on the 
authority of the United States, ‘it 
was added. 

Instead, it was explained, Mr. Root 
is one of a committee which drew 
up the statutes of the World Court 
;and, upon invitation of the same 
authorities who asked him to serve 
jin that capacity, he is going to meet 
with representatives of the other 
governments in an effort to revise 
or amend the statutes. 

Any correspondence, it was em-' 
phasized, to be carried on with othe: 
governments about the reservations 
of the Senate or in relation to the 
adherence of the United States to 
the World Court will be carried on 
by the State Department. 

Mr. Kellogg even doubted that Mr 
Root would keep in touch with the 
State Department during his stay in 
Geneva. 

When pressed, however, as to the 
plans that Mr. Root has, Mr. Kel- 
logg declined to comment. He also 
refused to say whether he and Mr. 
Root were in accord in the matter 
The State Department, Mr. Kellogg 
merely said, never disapproved of 
American citizens taking part in 
meetings of this kind. Asked if a 
revision of the statutes would make 
the Senate reservations less obnox- 
ious to the other governments, he 
replied that he could not tell. 


Step Was Long Considered. 
There is every indication, however 
notwithstanding the attitude of aloof- 
ness taken by members of the admin- 
istrat ion, that Mr. Root is going to 
undertake at Geneva the canvass of 
the W ‘orld Court powers long desired 
by President Coolidge to determine 
whether the way is still open for an 
understanding on the Senate reser- 

vations. 

A few months ago it was hinted 
that some such step was in prospect 
and in all official circles there is 
gratification that a statesman of the 
ability and attainments of the for- 
mer Secretary of State is to under- 
take the task 

The chief stumbling block in tt 
Senate reserv ations is the st ip ulation 
which would deny the right of the 
World Court ie render an advisor ¥ 
opinion involving the United States 
without the previous consent of thi 
country to the consideration of the 
case. The contention in Senate cir- 
cles is that the court is already bound 
to render no advisory opinion with- 
out the unanimous consent of the 
Council of the League of Nations, in 
which case all the nations have the 
right with regard to advisory 


opinions that is demanded for the 
‘United States.

Goldman Notifies WMCA Joint 
Channel Will Be Used Full 
Time on Alternate Days. 


FEDERAL ORDER IS CITED | 


| Reversion to Original 
on “Transcendent Nature of 


Civic Functions.” 


The controversy between radio sta- 
tio WMCA and WNYC, the municipal 
| broadcaster of the city of New York, 
and their failure to reach an agree-| 
ment led to the serving yesterday by 
the municipal station of notice on | 
WMCA that they would broadcast On | 
alternate days as prescribed by the 
Federal Radio Commission. 
“For the past two months, Commis- 
sioner of Plant and Structures Albert | 
Goldman and the officials of WMCA 
have endeavored to work out a pro-| 
|gram that would be satisfactory to 
| both stations,’’ said a representative 
|of WNYC yesterday. ‘‘However, be- 
cause of the transcendent nature of 
civic functions necessitating short no- 
tice and coming at times which con- 
flict with the time allocated to} 
WMCA, it was decided to pursue an- 
other course. A letter has been for-| 
warded to WMCA notifying them 
'that from Feb. 18, and thereafter, 
WNYC will broadcast full time 
throughout the entire day assigned 
it. During February WNYC will 
broadcast on ‘the even days of the 
month, including Sundays, while 
WMCA will broadcast on the oda 
days of the month.”’ 


Commission Order Cited. 


Commissioner Goldman, in the no- 
tice served on WMCA, said: 

‘‘Pursuant to the advice of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, I beg to advise you 
that on and after Monday, Feb. 18, 
1929, 3 o’clock A. M., Eastern Stand- 
ard Time, Station WNYC will broad- 
cast pursuant to the license dated 
Noy. 1, 1928, the subsequent order of | 
the commission dated Nov. 13, and 
the continuation license of Jan. 25, 
1929. These licenses and order pro-| 
vide that the city’s station.shall have 
full time on alternate days, begin-| 
ning Monday, Nov. 12, 1928, and Sta-| 
tion WMCA full time on alternate | 
days beginning Tuesday, Nov. 18, 
1928. 

‘“‘The assignment to WNYC of the | 
even days in November would result | 
in its having the even days in Feb-| 
ruary and for this reason Monday, 
Feb. 18, has been chosen, on which 
date and alternate days thereafter 
Station WNYC will require exclusive 
time.”’ 


Flamm Offers Facilities. 


Donald J. Flamm, president of 
WMCA, on being informed by tele- 
Commissioner Goldman's 
letter, said: 

“WMCA stands ready to offer its 
entire facilities to the city of New 
York for the broadcasting of all the 
civic functions and educational pro- 
grams that are of importance to the 
people of the city. 

“Both WMCA and WNYC are New 
York City radio stations, using a New 
| York air channel. WNYC is operated 
|/and managed at a cost of $50,000 per 
| year, thus using $50,000 of the city 

taxpayers’ money for the broadcast 
of civic functions and educational 
|features. WMCA, on the other hand, 
is an independently owned and op- 
erated station, costing the city 
nothing. Despite this, WMCA is 
prepared and stands ready to save 
the city this $50,000 cost by offering 
its transmitter, studios and entire 
facilities to the city for the broad- 
casting of these civic functions and 
educational features.’’ 

Mr. Flamm and Marion K. Gilliam, 


managing director of WMCA, were in 
Washington yesterday in regard to 
the time division of the two stations. 


ASKS NEW RADIO HEARING. 


Hearst Counsel Protests Proposed

A dinner representing $1,080 a plate 
was served to more than 350 friends 


of New York University at the 
Waldorf-Astoria last night. The din- 
ner was called the ‘‘Hour Dinner,”’ 


because each of the guests pledged 
himself to raise from the trade or| 
profession he represented a quota of 
$1,080, which is the cost of operat- 
ing the university for each hour of 
its twelve-hour day. 

The dinner was spongored by the 
Committee of 365, the membership of 
which is not yet complete, but which | 
is planning to hold similar ‘‘Hou 
Dinners’’ quarterly henceforth. The 
committee symbolizes the number of 
days in 1931, centennial year of the 
university, and has as its dual aim 
““‘to increase the financial resources 
of the institution and to develop the 
community of interests between the 
university and the city’s business and 
professional life."’ 


Percy S. Straus, chairman of the} 





university's centennial fund, an- 
nounced at the dinner that gifts 
totaling more than $3,500,000 had 


been received by the fund since its 
inception nearly four years ago. Of 
this amount about $1,250,000 is in the 
form of buildings and funds for} 
maintenance of plant; $900,000 is for | 
free university endowment; $250,000 
is endowment for purposes desig- 
nated by the donors; $875,000 has 
one to current university expenses; 
$200,000 has been devoted to research, 
and more than $100,000 has been set 
aside for fellowships and _ scholar- 
ships. 

Reviewing the history of New York | 
University, Mr. Straus laid particular 
emphasis on the pioneer work it had | 
done in adapting learning to all} 
branches of the city’s activities, in-| 
cluding banking, commerce, business 
in general, as well as the learned

“T have been told,”’ said Huggins, 
“that Tony Lazzeri’s shoulder has 
responded to treatment and that he 
will be able tO play as well as ever. 
I have been told that Herb Pennock 
has cured the neuritis in his pitching 
arm and I have also been informed 
that Wilcy Moore’s arm has fully re- 
covered. I hope all this information 
is true, but I still insist that nobody 
can prove it until the boys get out 
on the ball field and start real work. 

“Ailments of ball players are very 
peculiar that way. Sometimes they 
pass off as unexpectedly as they 
come on. Other times they defy 
treatment. After a long rest a ball 
player may think his arm trouble 
has completely disappeared only to 
have it come right back at him the 
moment he starts bearing down. 


Cannot Predict Recoveries. 


‘“‘Now, mind, I don’t mean to infer 
from this that I think Lazzeri, Pen- 


nock and Moore are apt to be 
through. But the point is that in 
cases of this sort there is no way of 
predicting complete recovery until 
the players have had a thorough 
trial.’’

is an old adage in baseball, and Hug- 
gins is one of its oldest subscribers. | 
In fact, he carries it even further by | 
adding, ‘‘and always fear for the 
worst.’’ From this view you at least! 
cannot be disappointed and you may 
be agreeably surprised. 

“‘However, it is these things that} 
make baseball so tremendously fas- | 
cinating,’’ said the little Miller, as 
he prepared to board his train. ‘If | 
everything were cut and dried and'! 
these prob- 
lems before hand, there wouldn't be 
any fun in it. I think the Yanks will 
have a very interesting training 
campaign this year, for we may have 
a lot of interesting problems to 
work out.’’

Singer has been made the favorite, 
the odds quoted last night being 8 
to 5.

OPENING COURT AT 10 


Offers Plan to Avoid Delays in 
Magistrates’ Routine Caused | 
When Cases Are Not Ready. | 


CONFERENCE ON THURSDAY 


Judges Will Discuss the Proposal 
to Try Out System in Several 
Busy Courts in Manhattan. 


Chief Magistrate William McAdoo 
announced yesterday that he intended 
to embark on an experiment in sev- 
eral of the busiest Manhattan Mag- 
istrates’ Courts to see what could be 
done to hasten procedure. Magistrate 
McAdoo said that he intended to open 
several of these courts at 10 A. M., 
instead of 9 A. M. as at present, and 
th: : he would confer with a com 
mittee of the city’s magistrates next 
Thursday to discuss the plan. 

The Chief Magistrate’s action fol- 
lows considerable discussion of pro- 
cedure in the lower courts which 
were the subject of a recent report 
of the Women’s City Club. There was 
criticism of delay in these courts, and 
some of the suggestions were to the 
effect that the courts in opening at 
9 A. M. were faced by non-arrival of 
complainants or defendants, cases not 
prepared because of the early hour 
and other elements which tended to 
halt the whole court routine. 


Bar to Interruptions Seen. 


Later opening hours for some courts 
were suggested, with the idea that 
in such event those concerned would 
have plenty of time to get into court 
and to have the formalities of their 


cases prepared and the routine of the 
court would proceed without inter- 
ruptions. Magistrate McAdoo said in 
his statement: 

“T also believe that certain classes 
of cases in which summonses are is- 
sued should be made returnable either 
later in the forenoon or in the after- 
noon and that likewise some change 
should be made in the order of busi- 
ness as laid down by the present 
rules. 

“There are forty-nine city magis- 
trates scattered all over the big terri- 
tory which constitutes the greate! 
city and it is very difficult to get 
full meetings of the board. I have, 
therefore, recently appointed a rep- 
resentative committee of the board 
with which I can consult more read- 
ily. This committee numbers nineteen 

“T have sent out today a notice to 
the members of the committee, in- 
cluding a statement as to the ques- 
tions on which I would like to be 
advised, and a meeting will be held 
at this office on Thursday next, the 
ldth.

do justice with courage, consistency 
and humanity and always with re- 
gard to the large public interests that 
are concerned in the enforcement of 
the law; in other words, that they 
shall keep in the middle of the road 
with the helping hand for the weak 
and unfortunate and the heavy hand 
of the law for the incorrigible and 
unreformable. who constitute the 
dangerous element of the commu- 
nity.’’ 

Hoyt Studies Macrery Plan. 

Acting Police Commissioner Phflip 
D. Hoyt made known during the day 
that he was studying from the Police 
Department angle a plan suggested 
by Magistrate Macrery for speeding 
up procedure, particularly in casés 
involving traffic violations. 

Under Magistrate Macrery’s plan 
traffic patrolmen would fill out their 
complaints daily and then have them 
sent to the court in bulk fog the for- 
mal drawing up of the papers. It has 
been pointed out that where some 
patrolmen have at times forty or 
fifty cases on a particular day in 
court they are forced to spend con- 
siderable time drawing up the papers 
there, causing delays. If the papers 
were prepared ahead of time, it has 
been suggested, the procedure would 
be much smoother. The magistrate’s 
plan would not require that the pa- 
trolman press the complaint in per- 
son. Under his system the policeman 
would appear only when the defen- 
dant declined to plead guilty, as in 
most traffic cases, and demanded a 
hearing. 

Commissioner Hoyt, saving that he 
was studying the plan, added 

“Of course, it will be up to Com- 
missioner Whalen to give any de- 
cision on it, but I am giving Magis- 
trate Macrery's plan interested 
study. The department is very much 
interested in any procedure whereby 
traffic patrolmen could remain more 
on their posts instead of spending a 
lot of time in court. Magistrate 
Macrery has had a lot of experience 
in these courts, and he has offered 
what seem to be some good ideas that 
may be worked out.”’

the cylinder. In a few seconds the 
fire was extinguished. Mr. Breisky 
explained that devices operated by 
heat do not work so quickly. 

An “electric eye’’ installed in the 
|lecture hall counted every one who 
entered the place. As each individ- 
ual crossed a beam of light at the 
threshold a photoelectric cell was 
affected to operate a counter. The 
same device, Mr. Breisky said, might 
be used for automatic counting at 
'toll bridges, vehicular tunnels or 
'turnstiles, for the counting of items 
in mass rroduction or for detecting 
breaks in paper mills where machin- 
ery must be stopped quickly to pre- 
vent accidents. 

Another speaker was Harvey Wiley 
Oorbett, the architect, who, In an ad- 
dress on city planning, said an im- 
mediate problem that must be solved 
was that of increasing the traffic 
capacity of streets. In this connec- 
ition Mr. Corbett remarked that 
Police Commissioner Whalen Is at- 
| tempting to meet the problem by

He reiterated his predic- 
tions about the city of the future 
| with three-level streets for heavy,

An Organization Doing Practical 
Social and Civic Work.

3,250 girls were applicants for posi 
tions; 1,111 girls were actually placed. 
Many were advised, assisted, or re- 
ferred to cooperating agencies.

ng ock collateral, in 
view of the fact that the largest ‘= 
of the expansion has been based on 
loans made by corporations. In the 
last year, corporations, attracted by 
the high money rates and the profit- 
able return offered, have increased 
by $1,510,000,000 the amount of their 
funds which they have loaned out in 
the money market, while in the same 
period the loans by the New York 
banks for their own account have 
decreased by $55,000,000. Loans for 
the out-of-town banks in the last 
year have increased by $377,000,000.

~ WITH SOVIET URGED: 


Scheinmann Says Huge Buying 
of Russia Should Be Major 
Factor in World Economics. 


ASKS AMERICAN GOOD-WILL | 


Head of Soviet Bank Tells Chamber 
of Commerce of Growing Busi- 


ness Between Two Nations. 


The scope of the Soviet Union's 
market and “its tremendous paying 
capacity,’’ if brought into the struc- 
ture of international business and fi- 
nance, would materially aid in the 
economic consolidation of Europe 
and of the world in general, Aaron 
L. Scheinmann, chairman of the 
board of directors of the State Bank 
of Soviet Russia, declared yesterday 
at a luncheon of the American-Rus- 
sian Chamber of Commerce at the 
Bankers Club. | 

Without financial aid from the out- 
side world, Mr. Scheinmann said, 
Russia had attained and surpassed 
its pre-war economic level by draw- | 
ing on and accumulating its internal 
resources. The State Bank, he 
pointed out, had increased its re- 
sources from $650,000,000 in 1924 to 
$2,300,000,000 on Oct. 1, 1928. This, 
he added, bore witness to ‘‘the tre- 
mendous internal powers of the coun- 
try and to its adequate paying ca 
pacity.’’ 

Mr. Scheinmann declared that the 
economic and financial relations be 
tween the United States and the So- 
viet Union were widening and being 
steadily strengthened. The number 
of American concerns transacting 
business with Russia, he said, was 
increasing, and the list of commod 
ities involved becoming wider and 
more varied. The interests of the 
two countries, he believed, were 
‘naturally complementary and the 
necessity for cooperation between 
them was self-evident’’. 

“I believe it would be easier to 
solve international problems,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘to find at least a partial 
solution, if into the sphere of inter- 
national business and finance were 
brought the tremendous paying ca- 
pacity of the population of the Soviet 
Union, both existing and potential, 
its largely still untouched natural re- 
sources, and, finally, the securities 
which would issue from the great 
economic enterprises of the Soviet 
Union 

‘Even if certain misunderstandings 
may exist between our two coun- 
tries,"’ he concluded, ‘‘I do not doubt 
that with good-will on both sides a 
means of establishing the necessary 
cooperation to our mutual benefit 
can be found.”’ 

Colonel Hugh L. Cooper, president 
of Hugh L. Cooner & Co., spoke of 
the business relations of this country 
and Russia. He recalled an 
interview he had had with Joseph 
Stalin, head of the Soviet Union, in 
which the Russian leader praised the 
quality of American machinery and 
asserted its superiority over other 
equipment in the Dnieper River ir- 
rigation project,

S. R Bertron presided, the chamber 
held a business meeting Reeve

chamber, reported on activities of 
the chamber during the year.

Federal Judges Pick Concern) 


to Succeed Shongood, Under 
Bank’s Supervision. 


LAWYERS INDICTED ANEW 


Grand Jury Returns Four Counts 
Against Gladstone, One for Gates, 


for Misuse of Funds. 


The Underwriters’ Salvay Company 
of New York, at 537 Broome Street, 
was appointed official United States 
auctioneer for the Southern District 
of New York yesterday by the Fed- 
eral judges of this district. The or- 
der sets forth that a bond of $50,000 
will be required. The salvage com- 
pany succeeds Charles Shongood, re- 
cently dismissed and indicted for em- 
bezzlement, who had been Federal 
auctioneer here almost a quarter of 
@ century. 

The fact that the order of appoint- 
ment, which was filed with the Fed- 
eral court clerk, referred to the sal- 
vage company as ‘‘an official’ auc- 
tioneer gave rise to some discussion 
as to whether other official auction- 
eers might be named later. It was 
learned, however, that the indefinte 
rather than the definite article had 
been used merely to take care of a 
possible emergency, such as a rush 
of work so great that one concern 
could not handle it. 

Although the Federal judges de- 
clined to discuss the order, it is 
known that they do not contemplate 
any other appointments as auction- 
eer, but since the statute under which 
the appointment was made does not 
call for one official auctioneer only, 
provision was made for the possible 
naming of others should the necessity 
for such action arise. 


Concern Found Qualified. 


The Underwriters’ Salvage Com- 
pany was recommended for appoint- 
ment as auctioneer for the Irving 
Trust Company, recently appointed 
official receiver in bankruptcy for 
this district. This recommendation 
was made only after a thorough in- 
vestigation of the concern’s person- 
nel and affairs with a view to ascer- 
taining its fitness for the work. 

The Irving Trust Company and the 
district judges know that two per-| 
sons formerly connected with the 
salvage company in minor capacities 
were indicted for misuse of the mails 
some time ago and that one of the 
two pleaded guilty. Investigation 
disclosed, however, that neither of 
these men now is associated with the 
company in any way and that a com-! 
plete reorganization has been effect- 
ed since the accusation was made 
against them. Appraisers indicted in 
that case as co-defendants of the men 
connected with the salvage company 
were acquitted by a jury. 

It is understood that the plan of 
the district judges at the time of the 
appointment of the Irving Trust 
Company as official receiver was to 
make the trust company an adminis- 
trative branch of the court with 
supervision over the official auc- 
tioneer. This plan, it was learned, 
probably will be followed out, as the 
judges themselves could not take 
time to keep in intimate touch with 
an official auctioneer’s work, where- 
a sthe trust company will do so in its 
capacity as representative of the 
court. 


More Indictments Returned. , 


The Federal grand jury’s investiga- 
tion of the bankruptcy situation in 
this district resulted yesterday in 
four additional indictments against | 
David H. Gladstone and one addi- 
tional indictments against Merrill E. 
Gates Jr. Each of these defendants | 
is an attorney and was already un- 
der indictments for embezzlement of 
bankrupts’ funds. 

Gladstone was indicted a second 
time on a charge of embezzlement of | 
assets of the Riverside Button and 
Trimming Company, of which he was 
trustee. He was indicted on a sim- 
ilar charge in connection with the 
Preiss Radio Corporation and the | 
estate of Abraham Eisenberg. In 
each case a shortage of about $3,000 
was found, Assistant United States 
Attorney Thomas T. Cooke said. 

The second indictment against 
Gates sets fotrh that, as receiver for 
the J. Harold Rapp Company of Del- 
aware( with offices at 570 Seventh 
Avenue, he received $3,267.83 belong- 
ing to the estate and legally disbursed 
only $446.70. In twenty counts it is 
alleged that Gates illegally drew 
eight checks for $150 each, eight for 
$100 each and four for $130 each 
against the bankrupt’s estate. 

Reports at the Federal Building 
yesterday that the grand jury had 
ceased to follow voicelessly the 
leadership of United States Attorney 
uttle and his aides and had begun 
framing its own questions, drew from 
Mr. Tuttle a statement that all grand 
juries ask questions of witnesses, but 
that there was perfect harmony and 
cooperation between the present 
— jury and the representatives of 

is office. 

The grand jury will decide today 
whether to continue its investigation 
of the bankruptcy situation for an- 
other week. Federal authorities said 
there was sufficient macerial to keep 
the inquiry up for an even greater 
length of time. 


ANTI-TRUST SUIT FILED 
AGAINST SUGAR MEN 


Great Western Is Charged With 


Monopolizing the Product of 
Beet Refineries. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—A crim- 
inal information was filed yesterday 
in the Fededral Court at Lincoln, 
Neb., against the Great Western 
Sugar Company under the Sherman 
anti-trust act for restraint of trade 
in sugar beets and beet sugar in Colo- 
rado, Montana, Wyoming and Ne- 
braska, the Department of Justice 
announced today. 

t is charged that the Great West- 
ern company is engaged in the manu- 
facture of sugar at refinerie in 
those States from sugar beets grown 
in that section and that it buys more 
than 80 per cent of the sugar beets 
in that territory and makes and sells 
more than 80 per cent of the sugar 
used there. 

It is also charged that the com- 
pany, for the purpose of holding this 
dominating position in the trade, has 
defeated the building of projected 
competitive factories by beginning 
the construction of opposition fac- 
fories to buy and use all the sugar 
beets grown in the areas in which 
the competitive companies would 
find it necessary to obtain their sup- 
ply and by increasing its buying 
prices for sugar beets and reducing 
its selling prices for refined sugar. 

It is charged that because of these 
tactics a factory projected by the 
Farmers’ Union Cooperative Sugar 
Company, at Minatare, Neb., and 
one projected by the Holly Sugar 
Corporation at Torrington, Wyo., 
were abandoned by those companies.

PRODUCE MARKETS 


To Educate Butchers 
To Sell Cheaper Meat Cats 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 7 (®).— 
Contending that young house- 
wives and apartment house dwel- 
lers are only aware of the exis- 
tence of T-bone steaks and ten- 
derloins, the American National 
Livestock Association today raised 
£5,000 by subscription to educate 
the retail meat merchan in the 
selling of the cheapter cuts. 

R. C. Pollock, general manager 
of the National Livestock and 
Meat Board of Ghicago, empha- 
sized the need of a national meat 
advertising campaign. The ad- 
vertising of meat has not 
pace with the publicity given to 
other things for the table, he said. 

The association discussed the 
advisability of making an assess- 
ment of 25 cents a carload on all 
livestock shipped to market to 
provide an advertising fund.

J. D. Campbell, Its Counsel, 
Tells of Move to Combat Strike 
and End Chaos in Trade. 


HE EXPECTS 1,000 MEMBERS 


$1,000,000,000 Output Is Menaced 
by Strife in Union, Lawyer 


Asserts. 


Judson D. Campbell, attorney, of 
11 West Forty-second Street, an- 
nounced yesterday the formation of 
the New York Dress Manufacturers’ 
Association in a movement re- 
Organize the dress industry in the 
city, which Mr. Campbell said was 
in a chaotic condition. 

Mr. Campbell said he had formed 
the organization, with himself as 
general counsel and Leon Scharf as 
temporary president, at the request 
of the manufacturers. Its present 
membership is between 150 and 200, 
but he expects the membership will 
be more than 1,000 following a meet- 
ing in the Hotel Astor Wednesday 
night, when permanent officers will 
be elected. Mr. Campbell said the 
output of the industry in this city 
was close to $1,000,000,000 worth of 
merchandise annually.

Also Aimed Against Strtkers. 


Although the aim of the association 
is the reorganization of the industry, 
Mr. Campbell said, one of the im- 
mediate purposes is to protect the 
manufacturers against **disturb- 
ances’” among the employes such as 
the strike called on Wednesday by 
Communist leaders in the needle 
trades. 

Mr. Campbell said his association 
would cooperate with the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union. Mr. Campbell said it was 
proposed to appoint an impartial 
chairman who would have charge of 
labor disputes under contracts be- 
tween the employers and labor or- 


| ganizations. 


Mr. Campbell said he was the or- 
ganizer of the original association of 
Dress Manufacturers, Inc., more 
than ten years ago. That associa- 
tion is in existence but is inactive, 
he said, and has ‘‘ceased to be & 
factor in the industry,’’ having ‘‘not 
more than 100 active members.” 

The announced aims of the new 
association are ‘“‘to organize the 
dress manufacturers and contractors 
in and about New York City for 
their betterment, elimination of 
abuses and evils, and to standardize 
costs of labor production of dresses 
and stabilize as far as _ possible 
prices for the same; to furnish at 
all times free legal advice for mem- 
bers; to do each and every other 
thing that may tend to the upbuild- 
ing of this industry and betterment 
of all engaged in it.’’ 


Campbell Tells of Chaos. 


Mr. Campbell issued a statement 
which said in part: 

“The present organization 
formed because of the chaotic con- 
dition existing in the dress indus- 
try in this city, which produces close 
to a billion dollars’ worth of mer- 
chandise every year, and the demand 
of its members that some steps be 
taken to remedy this condition. The 
union of workers, on account of the 
internal dissension that has existed 
for three years past, has also become 
entirely disorganized so that there 
is in this great industry at present 
no standards for labor, working con- 
ditions or prices of dresses, and 
consequently everybody engaged 
therein either as jobbers, manufac- 
turers, contractors or workers, and 
also concerns in business allied 
| therewith, such as silk manufactur- 
ers and material men, have corre- 
spondingly suffered. 

“The aim of this new organization 
is to put into effect a system and 
certain plans that have been evolved 
for reorganizing all branches of this 
industry and putting it back upon 
a paying basis and to prevent any 
disturbances from the _ threatened 
pending strike by the so-called left 
wing of the union.”’ 


SILK TRADING DULL. 


Prices on Exchange Here Close 1 to 
3 Cents Lower—395 Bales Sold. 


After a day of irregular price 
movements in a dull session, silk 
futures ended the trading yesterday 
on the National Raw Silk Exchange 
with net losses of from 1 to 3 cents 
a pound for every month except 
February, which closed unchanged.

Dr. Nystrom Tells Dry Goods 
Men Constant Aim at Volume 
Is a Losing Policy. 


ASKS BETTER MANAGEMENT 


Convention Hears How Waste Can 
Be Avoided by Package Study 
—Import Groups Elects. 


Department stores in the race for 
sales volume increases have brought 
the state of ‘‘profit- 
less prosperity,’’ Dr. Paul H. Ny- 
strom, professor of Marketing of the 
School of Business of Columbia Uni- 
versity, told delegates to the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods Association 
Convention at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
jvania yesterday. Dr. Nystrom said 
that the period of sales volume in- 


;creases during the World War had 


been followed by a slow flattening of 
the curve of increase and that for 
the past five years department stores 
had not been making the same gains 
inor had they kept pace with the 
i}chain stores 

“The recent boom of stock spec- 
ulation,’’ Dr. Nystrom said, ‘‘has not 
helped to lighten the pressure placed 
upon operating organizations.’”’ He 
told how investors and bankers were 
putting pressure on store executives 
to add to profits and how in the 
search for managers capable of de- 
livering the required profits a high 
rate of executive personnel turnover 
had arisen. 

“Until the fact that we have en- 
tered a new period of more gradual, 
normal increases in sales volume in 
department stores seeped into 
the minds of the owners,"’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘we shall continue to have 
a high rate of turnover in store 
executives.”’

Dr. Nystrom cited figures of the 
trend of business in the past five 
years indicatin gan average net gain 
of sales of 20 cent and a net 
loss of income in relation to net 
sales of 30 per cent 

Dr. Nystrom pointed out that this 
trend-had taken place during five 
“of the best years in the history of 
the country,’’ and asked the dele- 
gates to consider what the picture 
would have been in a period of de- 
pression. 

“It is not suggested that you should 
go out and sell your department 
stores,’’ he continued, ‘‘or that you 
should take a Wall Street flyer in 
selling department store securities 
short. It is not even intended to 
suggest that there is anything funda- 
mentally wrong with the department 
store business. It is probably one 
of the soundest types of business, as 
well as one of the soundest types of 
investment in existence. 

“The department store business in 
this country, particularly the inde- 
pendent department store business, 
looks as if it has almost reached the 
peak of its development and that its 
progress in the future will be condi- 
tioned entirely by such factors as 
the discovery of better methods of 
internal operation, better and more 
adequate service to consumers and 
above all the conservation of con- 
sumer good-will.’’ 
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Shews Waste Reduction. 
Problems of simplification and 
standardization were discussed at a 
joint meeting of the controllers’ con- 


gress, store managers’ division and 
the traffic, receiving and marking 
group yesterday afternoon. Eimer 
H. French of the National Depart- 
ment Stores, Inc., showed by figures 
that, through proper study and re- 
search in Boston, the number of sizes 
of gift boxes was reduced from 342 
to 79. Other savings of similar na- 
ture were made in folding boxes and 
bags. 

The work will be carried forward 
in conjunction with the Dry Goods 
Association and with the cooperation 
of the Department of Commerce. 
Mr. French read a letter from Wil- 
liam F. Whiting, Secretary of Com-

They include re- 
qubrennens that each tourist have a 
vaccination certificate, a letter from 
the police chief of his home town, 
stating that he is of good moral 
character and has never been in jail 
and several other requirements. % 

Luis E. Feliu H., Consul General 
of Chile in New York who. notified 
the steamship companies of the ac- 
tion of his government. announced 
eg following requirements, whicn 

1e Said, he hoped the United St 
would adopt as reciprocal: 

“Bona fide tourists going to Chiie 
for not longer than one month may 
apply for the Chilean visa of their 
passports through the tourist agency 
or the steamship company in charg 
of the trip. without calling personal- 
ly on the Consulate General. To fa 
cilitate this, the Consul will accept 
a declaration from reliable steamship 
companies and agencies that tourists 
on their lists are known to them as 
having good records and no contagi- 
ous diseases, and have been success- 
fully vaccinated. 

‘Upon their word the consulate’s 
doctor will certify the facts of the 
passenger’s good health and vaccina- 
tion, which will thus place the tour- 
ists above all possible discussion 
with port officials at destination 
The Consul General would hold the 
right to reverse these concessions to 
any company which may prove inac- 
curate in its statements.”’
